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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: for 1 01 issue, since there is no specification 
support for the "product" of "computer program product" even though the applicant contends that "[a] computer program product, as 
claimed in claim 34. Is e.g. a disk...", the rejection under 101 is proper. The acceptable language in computer-processing related claims is 
e.g. "computer readable medium encoded with a computer program or software". Regarding 102 issue, the applicant argues that Pabia 
doesn't teach short range communication. The examiner respectfully disagrees since PabIa teaches that his invention of peer to peer 
network could be implemented with Bluetooth (well known short range communication system, see paragraph 149). Regarding to the term 
of "annunciator", the examiner believes that there is no point to argue since such notification by various stimulus, such as light , sound, 
and text, etc is commonly particiapted by people in daily bases such as SMS, email, and messenger. And the examiner believes that the 
novelty of applicant's invention is not Imitied to just such annunciator. Regarding 103 issue, the examiner believes that the rejection Is 
proper since PabIa reference does suggest utilizing Bluetooth technology to implement his network system. Therefore, the final rejection 
stands. 
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
